Special Byc laws and Provisions for Ready and Nan- 
Transferable Specific Delivery Contracts for Hand-Picked 
Selected (H.P.S.) Groundnut Kernels. 

(All other Bye-laws of the Association as may be in 
force from time to lime, which are not specially dealt 
with herein and which are not repugnant to these special 
bye-laws shall also be binding on members) . 

1. Definition 

Hand-Picked Selected (H.P.S.) Groundnut Kernels 
shall be dry and reasonably uuiform in size. 

2. Filling per bag 

(i) H.P.S. Groundnut Kernels Bold ; Every bag 
shall be of 81 kgs. to 83 kgs. gross. 

(ii) H.P.S. Groundnut Kernels Small : Every bag 
shall be of 84 kgs. to 86 kgs. gross. 

3. Standard Filling per bag 

In case of non delivery or short delivery, 82 kgs. 
(gross) for H.P.S. Bold and 85 kgs. (gross) for H.P.S. 

Small shall be considered as standard filling per bag for 
the payment of damages, if any; 

4. Special condition for dispatch of goods on "Specific 
Date in N.T.S.D. Contracts 

When a N.T.S.D. Contract is entered into on the 
special condition of dispatch of goods on a specific date 
by rail or road, the seller shall have to tender railway re- 
ceipt or motor receipt to the buyer within eight days from 
the date of dispatch specified in the contract. If the seller 
fails to do so, the seller and the buyer shall consider the 
MfiGGf/69 ( 23 ) 


eight day as “Due Date" and tile buyer shall exercise any 
of the following options ; 

(i) Buy on the seller's account either railway re- 
ceipt or ready goods on the working day follow- 
ing the duo date and claim from the seller the 
difference between the contract price and the 
purchase price, 

(ii) Close the contract on the due date and claim 
from the seller, the difference, if any, between 
the contract rate and the rate tegistered by the 
Association for the due date. 

(iii) Cancel the contract. 

Note : If, due to the circumstances such as Postal, Bank, 
Transport strike, etc., which are beyond the con- 
trol of the seller, the railway receipt or motor 
receipt or ready goods by motor is received late 
and tendered late by the seller, the buyer shall 
have to accept the same without raising any 
objection. 

5. Delivery of goods against Ready Contract 

fi) Tn the case of beady contract whero the mode 
of delivery is by railway receipt or motor rc- 
cei at or ready goods by motor, if the date for 
delivery is not specified, the seller shall deliver 
the railway receipt or motor receipt or ready 
goods by motor to the buyer within 1 1 days 
(inclusive of non-working days) from the date 
of the contract and if the seller fails to do 'O, 
the buyer shall bo entitled to purchase goods 
on the first working day following the eleventh 
day at the risk and account of the seller. 

(ii) In the case of ready contract where the mode 
of delivery is by godown delivery, if the due 
date for giving delivery is not specified, the 
seller shall give delivery to the buyer within 1 1 
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days (inclusive of non-working days) and if 
the seller fails to give delivery, the buyer shall 
be entitled to purchase goods on the first work- 
ing day following the eleventh day at the risk 
and account of the seller. 

6. Replacement of goods rejected in survey 

(i) Goods tendered against ‘n.t.s.d. contract’. — If 
the goods of a particular tender is rejected, the 
seller shall have the option to deliver another 
railway receipt or motor receipt which should 
be delivered nine days before the due date or 
to deliver the ready goods. If, however, the 
survey report (rejecting the goods) is received 
after the due date, the seller on receiving the 
intimation in writing of rejection of the goods 
from the buyer, shall take back the goods im- 
mediately and the buyer shall be entitled to 
deceive from the seller the difference, if any, 
between the contract price and the rate register- 
ed by the Association for the due date. 

(ii) Goods tendered against Ready Contracts (Ready 
Railway Receipt/Motor Receipt/ Ready goods 
by motor). — I'f goods tendered against Ready 
Railway Receipt/Motor Receipt/or Ready goods 
by motor is rejected in survey, the buyer shall 
hav e the option to reject it. If the buyer rejects 
the goods and intimates the seller of the same 
in writing, the seller shall have the option to re- 
place the goods by godown delivery. If the 
seller does not do so, the contract shall be 
treated as cancelled. 

7. Drlage : 

(i) When there is no condition of goods being free 
from moisture : 

(a) New Crop : October-November : Upto 2 kgs., 
single driage allowance; over 2 kgs. to 31 kgs., 
double driage allowance and over 31 kgs., buyer 
shall have the option to reject. 

(b) December-January-February : Upto 11 kgs. 
single driage allowance; over II kgs, to 3 kgs. 
double driage allowance and over 3 kgs., buyer 
shall have the option to reject, 

(c) March and subsequent months : Upto 1 kg. 
single driage allowance; over i kg. to 2 kgs., 
double driage allowance and over 2 kgs., buyer 
shall have the option to reject. 

(ii) When there is condition of goods being free from 
moisture : 

(a) New Crop : October -November : Upto 2 kgs. 
single driage allowance; over 2 kgs,, buyer shall 
have the option to rejeect. 

(b) December-January-February : Upto 11 kgs. 
single driage allowance; over 11 kgs., buyer 
shall have the option to reject. 

(c) March and subsequent months : Upto 1 kg,, 
single driage allowance; over 1 kg., buyer shall 
have the option to reject. 

Note : For the above purpose the month In which the 
goods are actually delivered will be taken into 
account.

within a period of 4 months from the date of transfer” 
and insert the following in its stead, as a separate para : 

“Subject to such conditions as may be laid down 
by instructions issued in this behalf, an employee be- 
longing to Class I transferred from one place to an- 
other within India may be allowed to and fro fares 
for an additional trip undertaken by him for taking 
the members of his family to his new headquarters”,
